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ORAL HISTORY OF THE NORVEL FAMILY 


(FRANK AND CALLIE NORVEL) 


Franklin (Frank) Lorenzo Norvel was born on June 3, 1872 in Seranton (Pascagoula) , 
Mississippi. He was the oldest child of Elizabeth Norvell Bayliss. We do not 
know the name of his biological father however, we do know that he was raised by 
his mother Elizabeth and his stepfather, Ben Bayliss. ''Pa Bayliss", as he was 
affectionately called, accepted Frank as his own son. He carefully trained him 
and taught him all he knew as a master carpenter. Frank grew in knowledge and 
grace throughout high school. By the time he finished high school, he was an 
accomplished carpenter. He eventually opened his own contracting firm. Many of 
the mansions and homes along the Pascagoula beach and throughout the area remain 
as monuments to his memory and skill. , 


In spite of his success, Frank remained a quite, gentle man of very few words. 
Because he was a man of such few words, we know very little about his family. We 
do know that he had at least three sisters and two brothers; Henrietta, Mary Alice, 
Sarah, John, and Willie. With the exception of Willie, the patriach of the New 
Orleans family branch, family stories reveal little about the growth and person- 
alities of his sisters and brothers. ‘Whistling Willie", as he was called, was a 
striking contrast to Frank's seriousness. He was always joking and a source of 
laughter for Frank's children. His jig on the front porch and the chant "There 
where the hen scratch, there be the bug"’ announced his arrival to the children. 
When Willie started his "foolishness", Frank would often leave the swing on the 
porch and go into the house. 


Frank had several cousins in Pascagoula, Gautier, and Gulfport who visited often 
and whose descendants remain close to his family even today. On April 17, 1895, 
Frank married Callie Caroline James of Mobile, Alabama. Callie was a spumky young 
woman with a quick mind and a loving heart. She was born March 3, 1880, the 
youngest of a family of six children, preceeded by her sisters and brothers, Sara, 
Ellen, James, Anderson, and Ephram. We do not know the names of her parents. 


Frank and Callie had thirteen children; Eudora, John, Henrietta, Robert (died of 


a football injury while in college), Georgia, Flla, Lucille (died as an infant), 
Norman, William, Alvenia, James, Frank, and Harding. 
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It's not surprising that Callie spent most of her time in the kitchen. There were

at least three meats and three breads at each meal. Cakes and pies were abundant. 
Having been catered to in this way, it’s no wonder that the Norvel children remain 
picky eaters to this day. 


After school and during the summer, the Norvel children could be found helping and 
learning from their parents. The boys learned carpentry and electrical work while 
the girls learmed the art of cooking. The children retained these skills during 


their adult lives and most of them used these skills as their vocations. 


After work, the primary family activity was involvement in the church. The original 
St. Mark's A.M.E. Church was built by Frank Norvel. Both Eudora and Ella played 
piano and organ for the church. The rest of the children could be found in the 
choir, teaching Sunday school, and participating in a variety of church programs. 


On Sunday afternoons, the family frequently packed a lunch and drove to Qcean Springs 
co visit Sister'’ (Henrietta) and her new husband. The trip was so long that they 
would stop on the way for a picnic. They would sometimes bring along cousin Fred 
Ingram (Callie’s cousin) who was Robert and John's constant companion and like a 
brother to the rest of the children. No matter how late it was when they returned, 
Smday evenings always ended around the fireplace with prayer and a bible reading by 
Frank. 


after the accidental death of Frank's brother, Willie (New Orleans), his son Jom 
€Toudin") became a frequent visitor to Frank and Callie's home. Jotm was anxious 

for Frank's family to meet his family in New Orleans. This meeting did not occur, 
wxfortunately, until the 1950's, well after Frank, Callie, and John were dead. Jom 
ad his wife, Cassie, had seven children; Mary Norvell Bayham, Willie Nelson Norvel, 
Cora Norvell Reed, Julia Mae Norvell Clayton, Clara Norvell Sheffield, Johnnie Norvell, 
ax Peter Norvell. 


After the Pascagoula and New Orleans families met (spearheaded by Frank's son, James), 
they became close and loyal relatives. They frequently travel back and forth between 


Fascagoula and New Orleans for weddings, fimerals and other special occasions. 
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On the fourth of July, the New Orleans relatives would come to Pascagoula for a 
family picnic. The day would start at 4:30 a.m. with a fishing and crabbing trip. 
The catch of the day would then be transformed by the women into fried fish and 
gumbo. Picnic tables would be set up in Willie's yard and a good time would be 


— had by all. 


At this point, one striking discrepancy appears; that is, the spelling of the family 
name. Frank changed the spelling of his name from Norvell to Norvel. Some of the 
children changed with him. (Norman, Jom, Frank, William) and some did not (ames, 
and Harding). The New Orleans group use Norvell. 


Frank and Callie left a rich heritage of talent, integrity, love, and christianity 


to their family. They were and their children are well respected in the city of 
Pascagoula. 


Frank died on April 14, 1937 of a heart attack. After a long period of blindness 
from glaucoma and a brief bout with cancer, Callie died on Jume 14, 1951. 


The following is an accoumt of their children, grandchildren, great grandchildren, 
and great-great grandchildren.

Frank Lorenzo Norvel, respected 
colored citizen of Pascagoula, died 
suddenly on Wednesday, April 14. 
The funeral was held on Friday, 
April 16, with services at St. 
Mark's M.E. Church, conducted by 
the pastor, Rev. H. M. Rankin 
assisted by Rev. A. H. Latham, who 
preached a most consoling and in- 
structive sermon, which was highly 
appreciated by the family. The 
Grand United Order of Odd 
Fellows, Lodge No. 4444, attended 
the funeral in a body to pay the 
last respects to their faithful and 
loyal member. 

Deceased was born in old Scran- 
ton, now Pascagoula, on June 3, 
1872, and had lived his entire life 
here, commanding the esteem and 
respect of all classes of citizens.

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Ao Joshua Norvell was born in Wayne county, Miss., March 
16, 1862, While quite a small boy his parents moved to Choc- 
_taw county, Ala, and soon after reaching the new home the 
‘father died. The mother remained in Alabama about two 
years, and, becoming dissatisfied she returned to Wayne 
*sounty, Miss. And shortly after her return she too sickened 
and died, leaving Joshua and three little brothers in a destitute 
condition. Left to the mercy of the world, he and his young- 
est brother found a home with an uncle, while the other two 
found a home with a cousin. His uncle was so poor that he 
was obliged to tell Joshua to hunt a new home, while he would 
try to keep the youngest brother still. The lad sect out on the 
search and says that no tongue can express the heart-broken 
condition of a poor orphan, While along the lonely road upon 
this search, his-heart smitten with grief at separation fram his 
brothers, he felt that it would be a relief to him to meet the 
death angel. He went to the house of a relative, was wel- 
comed and treated kindly, but, being a poor man, he could 
only keep him for a very short time, two or three months. He 
then had to start out on the search again, and, after four or 
five days rambling, he found a home with M. F. Busley, a very 
wicked man, a Universalist in sentiment, yet he always gave 
the lad good counsel. With this man he remained six or seven 
years and during this time he had a short access to the pub- 
lie school of the neighborhood, but did not obtain a common 
school education. This was abont the fall of F881, and he re- 
solved to marry. He was married to Miss Martha.J. Qver- 
street, a Christian young lady who had been baptized by Rev. — 
©. D. Bowen, and was a member of Beulah church which Mr.’ 
Bowen had constituted. Young Norvell was very wicked at S 
this time, walking in the paths of vice and iniquity, 
yet impressions had been made upon his mind that 
he ought to walk a different life. These impressions 
were resisted, but in the spring of 1887 his condition was in- 
expressibly sad. [Te felt that he would soon have to stand be- 
fore God's judgment bar and possibly hear the awful sentence, 
“Depart, ye worker of iniquity.” We tried to leave off sin-

He thrust off this impression three or four years.. During ~ 


this time he ate no sweet bread at all, it was all bitter. He was 
disregarding duty. He began to exercise and had peace of. 
mind. ‘The church liberated him and six or seven months 
later called for his ordination. He was called to- supply one 
church. In the following fall he was recalled to Hollis Creek 
church and three others which he faithfully supplied. He was 
called to their service’still another year. About this time he 
espoused open communion views and says he was greatly 
persecuted and rebuked, which drove him further from the 
Missionary Baptist position. .There were no ordained minis- 


ters there feeling as he did, but hearing of some.in Alabama, he - 


_went there to unite with them. In Alabama he found Rev. 
William Powe, who gave him a full.description of the Free 


Will Baptist people. . They had organized with excluded mem- - 


bers from other denominations, and some “who had departed 
from the faith of the ancient saints, men and women of good 
standing.” With these Mr. Powe had united,.and preached 


their doctrines for a time, “but soon saw the error of his way’ 
and went back home to the Missionary Baptist.” Mr. Nor- 


vell says that “through the blessing of God upon his people in 
.a portion of Mississippi I was never ordained a Free Will 
preacher,” presumably those who protested against nis step 
in that direction. Still he says that on his return home he had 
the deepest and sincerest convictions of the propriety of open 
communion in his mind.” He began to re-investigate the mat- 

’ ter from the Book and strict communion views steadily gained. 


A letter from Rev. O. D. Bowen, of Ellisville, greatly strength-. 
ened him in the doctrine of the Bible, by his brotherly and’ 


kind address. He realized in this letter almost a fatherly love. 
Out of regard for these strong reasons and fraternal advice, 
_ and for the good of the Baptist churches, he returned to his 
church, stood his trial for denial of the faith, and was restored 
to full fellowship in the church.. It seemed that every one 


could rejoice in his return to his denomination. Since that 
time his church has heen prosperous, and has been blessed with 
revivals. His work at present is Sand Hill, Green county, 
Miss., Beaver Dam, Perty county; County Line; Shady Grove, 
Wayne county, he says: © “I can and do say with safety that we 
have the polity of the true churches of Jesus Christ; and I send 
this greeting to my brethren in the ministry.”
